For the Girls 

Have you tried false eye-lashes? You can have beautiful eyes with a little bit of prac- 
tice. You will need the following items: a good soft eye-brow pencil, eye liner (liquid, 
pencil or cake) eye-liner brush, eye-shadow (cake or brush on), eye-brow brush and a 
set of lashes which are already feathered. 

You can apply either eye-liner or lashes first. Remember to keep eye-line going up. 
It will take a little practice to getthe lashes on properly, but don’t give up. If your own 
lashes are light, curl them and put on some mascara so they will blend in with your 
“falsies’’. Add eye-shadow, remembering to make the eye “‘almond”’ shaped by starting 
from the inside corner of the eye and blending the shadow outwards. If you wear glass- 
es use a bit more eye-liner and shadow.
